[280] THE LIBRARY-COMMUNITY 
PROJECT, AN EXPERIMENT 
IN PUBLIC LIBRARY ADULT EDUCATION

Increasing emphasis is being placed on the role of the public library as a 
community adult education institution. Similarly it is recognized that the 
librarian must have a wide factual and also an intuitive knowledge of the 
many varied aspects of community life if the library is to offer a valuable 
and effective service to the community. In order to develop this concept by 
actual experiment and demonstration the Library-Community Project of the, 
American Library Association was formed to ‘assist public libraries to develop 
long-term adult education programmes based on an analysis of community 
needs’. Libraries in various parts of the United States serving different types 
and sizes of communities were selected as pilot libraries. With the assistance 
of advisory field workers the staff and trustees of these libraries were to develop 
and test an organized procedure for studying the educational needs of the 
community and the resources both of the community and of the library, 
and to plan and begin to carry out an effective library programme based 
on the findings of the studies. Since 1955 eight libraries in eight states have 
participated in the studies. The patterns of study developed in each com- 
munity are similar but vary inemphasis and in method according to the local 
situation. 

So as to gain an insight into community problems and needs, and find 
out what educational resources were available to meet them, each library 
sought information on such questions as: What changes are taking place 
in the community? Do these create problems? Is the public informed with 
regard to local problems and does it understand them? What kind of people 
live here? What kind of work do they do? What is their educational level? 
What are their interests? What institutions and agencies serve adults? What 
are their programmes? Who are the community leaders? 

The assistance of individuals and groups of citizens was enlisted to gather 
and interpret this information. Forms and questionnaires for recording inform- 
ation were drawn up and procedures were worked out by citizen committees. 
This involvement of local groups in the study of their own community was 
an important factor contributing to the vit: ility of the studies and was in 
itself an educational experience for the participants. In Wicomico County, 
Maryland, an active committee of the Board of Library Trustees met with 
groups in 12 small villages in the county; it interviewed the directors of 
other county governmental agencies about their agency programmes and 
their knowledge of the community. Other citizen committees interviewed the 
presidents of many voluntary groups about their programmes and member- 
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ship and numerous individuals with a sound knowledge of the community 
were also consulted. Studies were made of the history and characteristics of 
the people of the county. 

After this information about the community had been classified and studied, 
the problems most frequently recurring and the most significant were selected 


and charted so as to show: (a) statement of a problem of concern to the 
community; (b) educational need; (c) supporting evidence in the study; 
d) community resources available to meet it; (e) possible library activities 
and resources. Some of the problems were: (a) lack of a sufficiently large 


body of informed public opinion concerning government and civic affairs 
and consequent lack of interest in these matters; (b) increasing juvenile 
delinquency; (c) need for improved race relations; (d) lack of effective pro- 
grammes carried out by voluntary organizations; (e) absence of adequate 
community facilities in new suburban developments. 

An analysis was made of the library’s book collection, of the types of books 
borrowed over a period of several months, and of the characteristics of 
500 library users who participated in a survey to determine who used the 
library and for what purposes. 

The results of the library studies showed that on certain problem subjects 
more materials were needed; that the public needed to be given a better 
understanding of the library’s collection and services, particularly of its 
educational and community materials; and that services should be de veloped 
for special segments of the population not now making use of the library. 
The library immediately began to purchase materials, to develop a bro« hure 
on library services, to prepare and distribute book lists on programme plan- 
ning, etc., and to meet with special rural and Negro groups to discuss library 
services. 

Community needs were discussed at a meeting of the library board, the 
staff, and the chiefs of governmental agencies. It was agreed that the library 
could give valuable help in arousing public interest in community problems, 
especially by furnishing information about them, and that it should do so 
as far as its resources of staff and materials would permit. For the first year 
the emphasis was to be on working more closely with official agencies and 
voluntary organizations and on providing material for their use. The library 
would prepare and distribute, through the appropriate groups, lists and 
exhibits of materials on community problems; it would also provide special 
guidance and materials in the techniques of effective programme planning. 
In accordance with this reeommendation, the library has undertaken various 
activities such as the printing and distribution to study groups of a booklet 
on local government in Wicomico County, the setting up of an sa a ational 
film service made possible by the loan of rotating collections of films from 
the State Library Extension Division, and the purchase of a film projector. 
A member of the library st oft is employed to guide and organize the service. 
The library has also been able to encourage the use of films and other library 
materials for the study of the more serious problems as revealed by the study. 
A one-day programme planning institute was held for agency and organiza- 
tion leaders and the Librarian was made a member of the newly formed 
Youth Commission for the study of problems of youth. . 

In its long-range programme the library plans to: (a) develop further 
its newly established relationships with other agencies, which are proving 
: be of value to both parties, so as to strengthen co-operation in programmes 

benefit to the community: (b) to develop library programmes for the 
community as the need arises and as library resources permit. The activities 
in connexion with community study and library programmes which were 
envisaged as a result of the study were so closely linked as to make it difficult

[281] LIBRARY FOR CULTURAL 
INITIATION IN SPAIN 


In March 1957 the Commissariat for Cultural Expansion of the Spanish 
Ministry of Education inaugurated a large travelling library, the Library 
for Cultural Initiation. This is a lending library, which periodically supplies 
its users with boxes of 15 volumes, known as ‘lots’. These are sent by post; 
and the recipients, usually primary schools, take three boxes, which they 
are allowed to keep for between three and six months, each box returned 
being replaced by another. ‘The Library for Cultural Initiation (LCI) at 
present has 24 separate lots, with 500 identical boxes for each lot. In addition 
to very simple, plainly written books on agriculture or domestic economy, 
printed in large type, the lots include stories of travel or books on geographical 
subjects, natural history, history, and adaptations of long works or stories. 

Ihe LCI’s purpose is to develop in children the habit of reading and 
therefore, to assemble a collection of attractive, readable, simply worded 
books for the twofold purpese of inducing children to read and providing 
the adults among the scattered rural population with very simple reading 
matter which would serve as a means of recreation and education and prevent 
them from lapsing into what has come to be known as comparative illiteracy. 

Although, being intended primarily for schools, the LCI books are read 
chiefly by children, a fairly high proportion (33 per cent) of their readers 
is made up of adults of both sexes. In fact an even higher percentage of 
adults makes indirect use of the LCI, since we have proof that in country 
circles one member of the family reads aloud to the others, at night, the 
books brought back from school by the children. ‘Though precise figures are 
not available, since the statistics are not yet complete, it can be confidently 
assumed that about 30 per cent of villages in Spain which have no libraries 
or reading facilities have solved this problem thanks to the LCI. 

During the first 14 months of its existence, the LCI books reached about 
five million readers, and as at that time the Library did not own more than 
160,000 volumes it is easy to calculate the large number of times every one 
of them must have been read. This really impressive figure is explained in 
the first place by the attractiveness of the volumes chosen, in the second 
place by the eagerness to read which is characteristic of the population in 
these rural areas, and finally by the fact that since this is a circulating library 
only a limited period is allowed for reading the books in each box. 

Not only is the circulation of Looks among readers extremely rapid, but 
LCI has also managed to provide this service at a very low cost. In Spain 
the average cost of a library reading is approximately 25 pesetas, and although 
the figure is appreciably lower in libraries serving the general public, it is 
very diflicult to find a case where the cost per reading is less than 10 pesetas, 

According to our calculations, the cost of each reading in the LCI does 
not exceed 25 céntimos. The capital expenditure undertaken by the Library 
during the first 14 months was less than 2,500,000 pesetas, and, as already 
stated. the number of readers was about five million; in other words, the 
cost per reading was half a peseta. However, as we estimated that a book 
would have to be discarded after 100 readings, the 160,000 volumes ori- 
finally purchased still have two full years’ life ahead of them, which will 
bring the cost per reading down to the figure we estimated, or even lower. 

Ihe general expenses of the LCI are low by comparison with those of 
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other libraries, because it is a circulating library and because the books, 
though of good appearance, are cheap. 

The staff is small. Apart from the Director, who is a member of the pro- 
fessional Association of Archivists, Librarians and Archaeologists, there is 
a woman employee, a member of the Association of Assistants, who chooses 
and purchases the books and makes suggestions regarding the composition 
of the lots; six women secretaries deal with the office work; and four boys 
are employed in the warehouse to pack, send out and receive the books, 

The organization could not be simpler, for there are only two card indexes 

one listing the recipients and one the various localities—from which we 
can instantly obtain any information we require. The former indicates which 
lots have been sent to a recipient, which of them have been returned, which 
are still retained and the date by which they are due back. It also enables 
us to send reminders if a recipient keeps boxes beyond the permitted time. 
The topographical card index shows clearly the course followed by each 
box; the consignment notes are kept as receipts, and torn up once a box 
has been returned. Correspondence with recipients is conducted by printed 
cards; all that needs to be filled in is the number of the lot being sent and 
the final date for its return. 

From time to time the LCI brings out an information bulletin informing 
the recipients of any new features (new lots, changes made in existing lots, etc.), 
raising points for discussion in which many recipients take part, and giving 
advice as to the organization of the loan and reading services and the care 
of the books. Almost every issue includes a contribution from a recipient, 
and suggestions for improving the system always receive attention. 

This Library, intended as an introduction to reading, is supplemented by 
a section for teachers containing professional and literary works and other 
books of great interest which are too expensive for the teachers to buy for 
themselves, and which they therefore have no opportunity to read unless 
there is a public library in their district. 

Finally, to encourage teachers to build up small libraries in the schools 
themselves, the Commissariat makes a regular free distribution of its publi- 
cations, particularly the Cuadernos de educacién fundamental.

to draw any sharp distinction between the two. In the light of the findings, 
it was concluded that library programming should include: (a) organization 
of study data in terms of the needs revealed; (b) analysis and evaluation 
of the information in terms of the library’s role; (c) assessment of the library’s 
capacity in terms of staff, skills, materials; (d) decisions on future and long- 
range activities that might be undertaken by the library; (e) establishment 
of the overall goals and projection of the long-range programmes. ! 

This community’s response to library activities resulting from the study 
may be shown by increased use of library materials, especially on topics of 
concern to the community; increased demand for guidance in the selection 
and use of films and other group programme materials; increased co-operation 
between the library and other agencies. The study has made board members 
and library staff more conscious of community problems and interests and 
helped them to recognize the need for continuous community study and 
evaluation of existing services.

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[282] THE REVISION 
OF CATALOGUING RULES 
FOR CORPORATE AUTHORS 
IN THE RIVER PLATE AREA

For some years, librarians in the River Plate area have been concerned with a 
number of problems, especially those connected with the cataloguing of works 
published by so-called ‘corporate authors’. The solutions provided by cata- 
loguing codes compiled in countries more advanced in librarianship were not 
always suitable for Latin America. Moreover they gave rise, from the outset, 
to diverging and even conflicting principles which rendered it difficult to make 
any clear progress towards a settled goal, complicated the task of cataloguing, 
increased the workload and confused the reading public. Under such conditions 
it would have been possible to compile catalogues of corporate authors only 
at the cost of lengthy and tedious adaptations of the cards submitted by the 
various participating libraries. 

It is a matter of common knowledge that, in the codes of the Vatican 
Library, the American Library Association, etc., no clear distinction is drawn 
between ‘societies’ and ‘institutes’. There are so many exceptions— institutes 
which have to be classified as societies, and vice versa—that they often baffle 
even the specialist who has to handle them. The difficulty is not solved by 
cross references, since their purpose is to give the searcher different angles 
of approach in tracing a work; they cease to be useful when they become 
so numerous that they make the catalogue difficult to handle. The catalogue 
should cover every possibility, in the way of interpretation, that a reader may 
light upon; but it should also be simple, since simplification in this respect 
represents a saving of time for cataloguer and reader alike. 

It is possible that within a few years, and on the basis of current discussions, 
clear and final systems will be arrived at, and that the difficulties involved by 
the necessity of undertaking the complicated and expensive cataloguing of 
major collections will be ironed out. The collections of many libraries will be 
re-catalogued, if necessary; but nothing should discourage us from seeking 
a ‘universal’ solution for a mere compromise would only increase the difficulty 
of the situation. 

In the River Plate area, and especially in Argentina, such a solution has 
been sought for a number of years. The problem has been tackled by the 
area’s most competent experts. Carlos Victor Penna produced, in 1945, his 
very valuable work entitled Catalogacién y clasificacién de libros, and also published 
an article in the Revista of Buenos Aires University. J. F. Finé published in 
1948, his Encabezimiento de entes colectivos, as a contribution to the work of the 
Latin American Cataloguing Committee; and Emma Linares, in 1951, also 
produced a work, which was presented to the second Jornadas Bibliotecarias 
Argentinas. These publications provoked a series of discussions and arguments 
which, however, led to no single, satisfactory conclusion. The conflicting 
solutions proposed had much in them that was practical, but it was difficult 
to decide which was the best for the purpose of undertaking the laborious 
task of re-cataloguing the major collections. 

In 1956 the fourth Jornadas Bibliotecarias Argentinas were held in Buenos 
Aires. They were attended by certain Uruguayan experts; and an unofficial 
exchange of ideas, which took place on this occasion, led to a River Plate 
congress where these matters, among others, were discussed. ‘The following 
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year saw, in Montevideo, the first Jornadas Bibliotecolégicas Rioplatenses, the 
agenda of which included the revision of cataloguing principles for corporate 
authorship. The conclusions arrived at were as follows: (a) it was agreed that 
it was necessary to revise the cataloguing rules regarding societies and insti- 
tutes supplied in the codes of the American Library Association and _ the 
Vatican Library; (b) the creation of two study groups, one Argentine and the 
other Uruguayan, was agreed, their final reports to be submitted to the second 
Jornadas; (c) the work done, the groups’ reports and the conclusions adopted 
by the second Jornadas would be communicated to the International Com- 
mittee on the Co-ordination of Cataloguing Principles (of the International 
Federation of Library Associations), the American Library Association, the 
Vatican Library, and other bodies interested. 

‘The question of ‘corporate authors’ may be considered under the following 
headings: 


General aspects. (a) Corporate authors whose names are generally known in the 
form of abbreviations or initials; (b) use of the original language in the 
title; (c) classification in descending order of administrative authority, in 
which cases it should be considered what terms of the title can be omitted 
without creating confusion; (d) possible reduction of the use of entries ‘see’ 
and ‘see also’. 


Specific aspects, depending on whether the publications are issued by: (a) govern- 
ments; (b) institutes; (c) societies. 


Without entering into a study of each of the above points, we will merely 
mention: (a) The need for reducing the number of authorities which, in 
‘decreasing order’, form the title. This is sometimes difficult in the case of 
national, and often impossible in the case of foreign, publications owing to 
absence of adequate lists; yet this problem must be solved, given the cost and 
inconvenience of long titles, which constitute a veritable ‘genealogy’ of the 
publishing house. ‘The use of such ‘genealogical titles should be restricted to 
the index of authors’ names for internal use, giving the administrative subdi- 
vision of the publishing body, the variants, concordances and possible con- 
nexions between the titles (with all the references thought useful); and the 
form of the title adopted in the general catalogue. (b) The need for compiling, 
or bringing up to date, lists informing the cataloguer about the country’s 
administrative organization and divisions, and the scientific and research 
bodies which issue publications, etc. (c) The need for eliminating the distinc- 
tion between ‘institutes’ and ‘societies’, for various reasons: the dictionary of 
the Royal Spanish Academy makes no substantial distinction between the 
terms, nor does it explain them from the standpoint with which we are con- 
cerned; outstanding experts in librarianship concur in drawing no distinction 
between them; we also have the large number of exceptions provided to the 
rules observed by the American Library Association and the Vatican Library, 
and the cataloguing difficulties they cause; the undesirability of presenting 
the reader with complex systems in view of the fact that the actual names of 
certain societies begin with the word ‘institute’, or vice versa. 

The Cataloguing Commission of the Jornadas Bibliotecolégicas Rioplatenses 
has carried out a considerable amount of experimental work on this last point. 
It has rejected the distinction made in the above-mentioned codes, and 
adopted the following principles for the cataloguing of works by corporate 
authors: 

1. By the name of the author, followed by the place of publication, when the 

former is considered ‘distinguishing’ in nature, i.e. when it incorporates a

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283) BIBLIOGRAPHICAL ACTIVITIES 
IN BULGARIA, 1955-58

During the years 1955-58, national bibliography, which is the basis of all 
other forms of bibliographical activity, was further improved in various ways. 
As from 1958, the section of Balgarski knigopis entitled ‘Novi periodiéni izdanija’ 
New periodicals) has been replaced by ‘Novi promeneni i preustanoveni 
periodi¢ni izdanija’ (Periodicals: new publications, changes in titles, period- 
icals that have ceased to appear). The editors of the current general biblio- 
graphy endeavour not only to provide information concerning new periodicals, 
but also to indicate all the changes that have occurred with regard to existing 
Bulgarian periodicals. At the beginning of 1958, the first issue was published 
of a new bibliographical bulletin entitled Badlgarski muzikalen knigopis, which 
lists musical works, studies on music, musical programmes and critical articles on 
musical works; the section of Bdalgarski knigopis entitled ‘Musikalni kompozici’ 
musical compositions) has therefore been discontinued. 

Since October 1955, the Bulgarian Bibliographical Institute has been 

egularly publishing index-cards for the catalogues of the major libraries, 
These index-cards relate to recently published Bulgari: in books; every year, 
approximately 2,500 cards are issued, covering 6o per cent of the printed 
works published in Bulgaria. From 100 to 800 copies of each card are issued, 
At present, the possibility of publishing index-cards relating to articles appear- 
ing in reviews, yearbooks and newspapers is under consideration. 

Work on the publication of the two great bibliographical works, General 
catalogue of periodicals (1844-1944) and General catalogue of Bulgarian books 
(1876-1955), iS nearing pi The first volume (A-M) of the General 
catalogue of periodicals, which lists nearly 9,000 titles with detailed bibliogra- 
phical notes, is now in the press. ‘The General catalogue of Bulgarian books lists 
approximately 120,000 titles in alphabetical order. 

rhe first volume of an important retrospective bibliography was published 
in 1957 by the ‘V. Kolarov’ State Library in Sofia; it is entitled Bdlgarska 
vazrozdenska kniznina. Analiticen repertoar na balgarskite knigi 1 pertodicni izdaniy, 
1806-1878 (Bulgarian literature of the Renaissance. Analytical catalogue of 
Bulgarian books and periodicals, 1806-1878). This catalogue was prepared by 
Dr. M. Stojanov, Head of the ‘V. Kolarov’ State Library’s Department of 
Manuscripts and Ancient and Rare Books, ‘This first volume contains 8,go0 
bibliographical descriptions (books and signed articles), and 11 indexes. ‘The 
second volume of the same work, now in the press, is devoted to anonymous 
articles in periodicals, and also to correspondence addressed to Bulgarian 
newspapers and reviews during the period. 

Che Bulgarian Academy of Sciences recently published Opis na izdanyata na 
BAN. 1869-1953 (Bibliography of the publications of the Bulgarian Academy 
of Sciences, 1869-1953), prepared by Emilija Sabeva and Marija Stanceva 

1956). This bibliography lists all the Academy’s publications and analyses 
their contents. A similar catalogue prepared by J. Vasileva (1956) covering a 
shorter period, was also published by the University of Sofia under the ttle 
of Bibliografija na izdanijata na Sofijskija universitet, 1947-1955 (Bibliography of 
the publications of the University of Sofia, 1947-1955). 

One of the results of the International Bibliographical Conference in 
Warsaw, held in September 1957 (see Bulletin, Vol. XII, No. 2-3, 
item 107), was the establishment of co-operation between Bulgaria and the 
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Soviet Union and the European People’s Democracies, with a view to the 
regular exchange of bibliographical information concerning the categories of 
Sulgarica, Sovietica, Polonica, Bohemica, etc. At the same time, the prepara- 
tion of bilateral bibliographies (parallel, retrospective and complete) was 
undertaken. ‘The second volume of the bibliography .Narodnaja_ respublika 
Bolgarija. Istoriveskaja bibliografya (People’s Republic of Bulgaria. Historical 
bibliography), which covers the years 1946-52, is now in the press. This work 


was prepared by the Fundamental Library of the Social Sciences Section of 


the Union of Soviet Socialist Republics’ Academy of Sciences, and by the 
Bulgarian Bibliographical Institute in Sofia. 

An important stage in the development of specialized bibliography was 
inaugurated by a decree of the Bulgarian Council of Ministers, dated 17 July 


1957. This decree designates the institutions responsible for the preparation of 


specialized bibliographies: the Bulgarian Bibliographical Institute is respon- 
sible for the Marxist-Leninist bibliography; the Central Library of the Bul- 
garian Academy of Sciences, for the bibliography of the different subjects 
dealt with by the Academy’s various scientific institutes; the libraries of the 
Bulgarian colleges, for the subjects taught at these colleges, etc. 

During the last two years, various specialized bibliographies were prepared. 
They include, in particular: Vrednite nasekomi za selskoto i gorsko stopanstvo i 
Balgarija (Insects harmful to agriculture and forestry in Bulgaria), by Iv. Burech 
and A. Lazarov (1956); Bibliografya na bdlgarskata arheologiya, 1879-1955 

sibliography of Bulgarian archaeology, 1879-1955), by S. Georgieva and 
V. Velkov (1957); Bibliografija na obstestveno-politiceskata literatura ( Bibliography 
of social and political literature), by E. Savova (1956); Hristo Aabakciev, 
Bio-bibliografya (H. Kabakciev. Bio-bibliography), by T. Koleva (1958 
Marksistkoleninska bibliografya v Bélgarija, 1917-1957 (Marxist-Leninist biblio- 
graphy of Bulgaria, 1917-1957), by Iv. Colov and D. Bosnakov (1957 


published by the Bulgarian Bibliographical Institute; Spravoénik po zakono- 
datelstvoto na NR Balgarya . . . (Bibliography of the legislation of the People’s 
Republic of Bulgaria . . .), by Hr. Maksimov (1957); and the series Bto- 


bibliografu (Bio-bibliographies), devoted to members of the Bulgarian Academy 
of Sciences (N. Stojanov, 1955; S. Mladenov, 1956; T. Pavlov, 1957, and 
5S. Angelov, 1957) and published by the Academy’s Central Library. 

Since 1956, the Academy has been publishing Referativniy bulletin selskohoz- 
jajstvenno) et lesohozjajstvennoj naucno) literatury, izdavaemoj v Bolgari (Analytical 
bulletin of literature on agriculture and forestry published in Bulgaria). ‘The 
volumes covering the years 1953-56 have already been issued. The publication 
of Abstracts of the works published by the Bulgarian Academy of Sciences has also 
been undertaken. So far (1958), the abstracts for the years 1951-52 have been 
issued. In order to assist scientific workers in the field of medicine, the Bulga- 
rian Bibliographical Institute published H. Trenkov’s Medicinskata bibli- 


grafya ... (Medical bibliography .. .) (1956

During the last two years, selective bibliography has continued to develop. 


In 1957, the Bulgarian Bibliographical Institute published a new edition of 
its 7ipou katalog za masovt biblioteki (Standard catalogue for popular libraries). 
In 1958, a Lipov katalog za detski bibliotekt (Standard catalogue for children’s 
libraries) was also issued. In addition, the ‘V. Kolarov’ State Library (Sofia 
has published a series of selective lists, the most important of which are:

With a view to co-ordinating and improving bibliographical activities, a 
national symposium on bibliography and librarianship was organized in 
February 1957.

(284) SOME REMARKS ON THE SIZE 
OF LIBRARY CATALOGUE CARDS

The standard catalogue card , ine hes 5 inches) as de velope d in the U.S.A, 
began to be used in Europe around the turn of the century in the 57 * 125 mm, 
size. ‘This represents a useful compromise between the conflicting criteria 
of economy of catalogue space and the desire not to exceed one catalogue 
card per entry. It is largely owing to these advantages that the 75 x 125 mm, 
size has been widely accepted in libraries, replacing the larger sizes and 
catalogues in book form. Admittedly considerable impetus has been given 
to this trend by the sale of printed cards of this size since 190! by the 
Library of Congress and from 1909 until 1944 by the Preussische Staats- 
bibliothek. 

he 75 * 125 mm. size has now been generally accepted as the international 
standard for catalogue cards and is used by most libraries. Other sizes have 
of course been recommended. ‘The size A7 74.105 mm.) is preferred by 
some documentation centres in industry and commerce.! However, the ‘A’ 
standards for paper are accepted and used in only a few countries and, since 
they introduce difliculties in the maintenance of union catalogues, the 
question should be considered with great care. With the ever-increasing spe- 
cialization in science and technology, it is becoming more and more desirable 
for special libraries in scientific institutions and in industry to work closely 
with the union catalogue and the inter-library loan system. In fact, it 1s 
very much in their own interest to do so. 

The main difference between the A7 size and the international standard 
is 20 mm. in the width of the card, scarcely significant from the point of 
view of saving space in the catalogue. Actually, in many cases the A7 size 
is too small. It is sometimes maintained that for this size a thinner cardboard 
or even paper can be used.* This point of view is not justified as the weight 
and quality of the cardboard to be uscd should be determined by the amount 
of use to which the catalogue is subjected. In libraries where the catalogue 1s 
in constant use, tear-resistant cardboard (weight: 160-180 grammes per 
square metre) should be used. 

‘| hus for library catalogue ( ards the A7 size should be reje ted and libraries 
using this and other sizes of cards should make an effort to change over to 
the international size (75125 mm. 

Certain objections made to the international size* are based on questions 
of reproduction practice and for that reason a brief discussion on these pro- 
blems follows below. It will be shown that the smaller sizes have no significant 
advantages to offer. 


PRODUCTION OF CATALOGU! CARDS 
Admittedly there are considerable losses when international size cards are 
cut from the standard paper sizes in stationery shops. But in order to maintain 
a consistent quality of cardboard it is preferable to lay in stocks of paper 
in sizes which allow of cutting with a minimum of waste. Libraries which 
produce their catalogue cards either by direct typing or by small duplicating

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machine buy card stock already cut to size 75 125 mm. If, howe ver, larger 
duplicating machines and a guillotine (as used in every bookbinding depart- 
ment) are available, a number of entries can be typed on a large sheet and 
afterwards cut to size. The printing areas of duplicating machines are usually 

ightly larger than the standard A paper sizes. ‘Thus, with an A4 machine, 
six cards of international size can be included in a page, as compared to 
eight cards of size A7. 

\t the oeagy Library it is the practice to type 12 entries on an offset 
paper master (‘Rotomasta’) using a lithographi typing ribbon. The exact 
pos tions for typing the entries are provided by pre-printing non-reproducing 
guide lines on the paper master. After the required number of sheets are 
run off in careful register on the offset machine (Rotaprint R30 Super) they 
are cut to the standard size with the guillotine. The holes for the catalogue 


rods are made with a machine using a hollow boring bit. 


PRODUCTION Of} LISTS OF} ACCESSIONS, BIBLIOGRAPHIES, ET‘ 


The Library of Congress! has shown the way in the production of accessions 
lists and bibliographies from their cards. 

We have adapted their technique for our purposes in the following way. 
Strips of double-faced Scotch ~~ poem Sensitive Tape are mounted on a 
paper base with suitably pre-printed guide lines. The cards are then shingled 
in two columns in such a way that the irrelevant lower half of each card is 
covered by the succeeding card. The necessary subject headings are easily 
intercalated, as a pre-printed stock on cards can be maintained. From this 
page a photographic negative of size A4 is made and is then transferred to 
a plate for offset printing. 

the CERN Library has used this method successfully for more than two 
ears now for its accessions list issued every two weeks. Between 15 and 20 
‘cards’ are accommodated on the A4 page of the list. If the cards are in 
cardboard of reasonable quality and adequate size, they can be used again 
and again, a useful advantage in the preparation of bibliographies. 

Ifa reproduction camera is not available for the reduction to an Aq negative, 
a microfilm negative can be made and enlarged to the required offset size 
on high contrast film or transparent paper. The resulting positive can then 
be used in the positive photo-offset process. 

In the same way, bibliographies on paper of size A5 (148210 mm.) can 

produced without any reduction. On the average six references (1.e¢. six 

ngled cards) can be included on an A5 page. 

It is an important advantage that the use of pre-sensitized offset plates 
makes it possible to produce these lists without calling upon professionally 
trained photographers.

In 1958, the International Youth Library, an associated project of Unesco, 
celebrated the tenth anniversary of its work in the service of children and 
children’s literature throughout the world. The facilities of the Library 
include an information centre, archives, a reference library, a lending library 
for children and young people, reading rooms, an exhibition hall and an 
art studio. 

The book stock comprises 40,000 volumes from 40 countries. There are 
comprehensive collections of children’s and young people’s books in the main 
European languages, each national section being the responsibility of an 
individual librarian. Representative collections of children’s literature from 
African, Asian and Latin American countries are also being built up. 

I'he work of the International Youth Library falls roughly into four main, 
interrelated groups. 


INFORMATION CENTRI 


he information centre plays an important part in the activities of the 
Library, and perhaps one of the most rewarding aspects of this sphere of 
activity 1s the work with publishers of children’s books throughout the world, 
Information is given regarding publishing trends, gauged by the annual 
production sent to the Library by publishers in each country, and on reading 
interests collated from book reviews submitted to the Library by young 
readers and adult reviewers. Publishers are advised of fiction for children 
both from the current and previous years’ production of the individual 
countries) which might be worthy of consideration for translation or adaption. 
Similarly, if publishers decide to publish books on science, physics or tech- 
nology for example, or a range of other non-fiction titles, the International 
Youth Library submits a report to them concerning what has already been 
published on those subjects in the various countries. In addition, the consultant 
service of the Library provides international and national institutions engaged 
in work with children and young people, librarians, educationalists, students 
and scholars with assistance in bibliographical, research and reference work. 
No charge is made for individual queries. Larger projects entailing consider- 
able research are carried out under contract. ‘The Library’s international 
book stock, journals, pamphlets, monographs and other publications, the 
multi-catalogue and the archive index are the basic tools of the consultant 
service. The catalogue follows the Dewey system of classification and has 
been completely revised during the last two years. In addition to author, 
illustrator, title, publisher, subject and relative indexes, both publishers and 
authors are listed by countries. ‘The index covering the archive material 1s 
at present being revised. 


EXHIBITIONS 


Exhibitions are a regular feature of the Library’s programme. The largest 
is the Annual Exhibition of International Children’s and Youth Books, 
showing books presented to the Library during the year by children’s publishers 
throughout the world. Comprehensive displays are arranged—fiction by 
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countries, non-fiction internationally under subject headings. The exhibition, 
which opens in the first week of December and lasts for two months, gives 
both an overall picture and a cross-section of the year’s publishing achievements 
in international children’s literature. 

l'ravelling exhibitions on special themes are also arranged. The following 
are at present on tour: (a) Jnlernational Prize Book Exhibition,’ displaying the 
full range of titles which have been honoured with the leading children’s 
book awards in their own countries. Austria, Belgium, Canada, Finland, 
France, Germany, Italy, Netherlands, Norway, Spain, Sweden, United 
Kingdom, and United States of America are represented in the exhibition 
as is the first International Children’s Book Award, the Hans Christian 
Andersen Medal; (b) Exhibition of English and French Children’s Books (excluding 
textbooks), suitable for additional interest reading for young people with 
one to six years school French or English. Catalogues of these two exhibitions 
are obtainable from the International Youth Library (three international 
postal coupons per copy 

The following exhibitions are in preparation: Exhib:tion of International 
Children’s Classics, in original languages and in translation; Exhibition of Inter- 
national Youth Books on the theme of ‘Science’; Exhibition of German and Spanish 
Children’s Books (excluding textbooks suite ible for additional interest reading 
for young people with one to six years’ school German or Spanish; Exhibition 

Enalish Children’s and Youth Books (contemporary fiction and non-fiction), 
arranged in conjunction with the British Council and the British Publishers’ 


Association. 
SEMINARS FOR CHILDREN’S LIBRARIANS AND LIBRARY STUDENTS 


Librarians and library students from many countries attend seminars at the 
International Youth Library. Three-month courses are held in the spring 
and autumn with a sylli ibus cove ring the theory of international youth library 
work and active parti ipation in all the prac tical work of the Library. Each 
seminar has from four to six members who are required to have English, 
French or German as a main or secondary language. It is hoped to inc lude 
librarians or library students from Asian countries in forthcoming seminars 
in order to further co-operation between the Orient and the Occident. At 
the end of the course each member prepares for display, in co-operation 
with his national cultural organization, a representative selection of his 
country’s children’s literature and compiles a bibliography of the works 


exhibited. 
EXTENSION WORK WITH CHILDREN AND YOUNG PEOPLE 


Regular contact between the Library staff, seminar members, and children 
and young people is maintained by means of a regular weekly programme 
of activities comprising: (a English, French and Italian reading and conver- 
sation hours for various age groups; (b) book discussion and review groups 
for various ages; (c) story hours; (d) fairy-tale and picture book hours for 
younger children; (e) art classes for various age groups. 

Within the framework of a monthly programme, authors are invited to 
read from their unpublished works, and there are films, plays, puppet shows 
and exhibitions. 

It is hoped that enough has been said here to show that the purpose of the 
Library is to work closely with publishers, librarians, educationalists and 

tural organizations throughout the world so that the best of each nation’s 
children’s literature is made available to children and young people every-

[286] LIBRARY SERVICES 
IN THE FIJI ISLANDS

The Fiji Islands, which form an archipelago in the South-west Pacific, are 
a British crown colony with an area of about 7,000 square miles and a popu- 
lation of 350,000, among whom are considerable numbers of Europeans and 
naians crmanen y se eC in we couUunlry. ic INnaiwenous race speaks 
Ind t] ttled tl t I} l peak 
Fijian, although English and Hindi are understood by most of the inhabitants. 
The literacy rate in Fiji is one of the highest of the Afro-Asian group of 


countries. 


SUVA CITY LIBRARY 


The oldest library in Fiji is Suva City Library. In 1907, the American bene- 
factor, Andrew Carnegie, offered £1,500 to the Suva ‘Town Board for the 
erection of a free library building in Suva ‘in consideration of the authorities 
providing a free site for the building and pledging {£150 a year to be devoted 
exclusively to the maintenance of the library’. ‘Thus the Carnegie Library, 
open to Europeans only, was established in Suva, capital of Fiji, but since 
suflicient funds could not subsequently be raised it became inactive. 

In 1930, the Suva Book Club was established as a subscription library 
and continued thus up to the end of the war when the Suva City Council 
provided further funds and the Carnegie Library and the Suva Book Club 
were amalgamated to form the Suva City Library. This is a free public 
library with a collection of about 15,000 volumes, open to all citizens on 
payment of a deposit, and a deposit library for United Nations publications. 
The Dewey classification system is followed and an improvised card cata- 
logue of authors and titles kept. ‘The major portion of the budget is used 
for the purchase of fiction and payment of staff salaries. ‘The Library has a 
large reading room with a number of periodicals. For the most part its 
1,500 readers borrow fiction. 


BRITISH COUNCII LIBRARY

e British Council Library was established and it now has about 


loaned on deposit or sent by post to borrowers living outside the city. The 
reading room contains a large number of British periodicals and the Library 
has a stock of 1,000 records and 200 documentary films which are loaned 
out. The films are also shown regularly in the British Council rooms. 

With the aid of a small grant from the Fiji Government, the British 
Council is running a book-box scheme. Boxes containing about sixty books 
composed mostly of fiction, travel and biography are sent to different centres 
and are changed every two or three months, the receiving centre paying 
one-way transit costs. The centres are allowed to charge a small fee to 
borrowers. 

The books in the Library are classified according to the Dewey system; 
there is an improvised card catalogue containing title and author entries 
but no subject catalogue is kept. ‘The library has a good collection of non- 
fiction titles including books on the British way of life, achievements in art, 
music, literature, drama, agriculture, engineering, science, law, etc. It caters 
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for nearly 2,000 borrowers. The staff of the British Council give advice to 


readers, offer a limited reference and bibliographical service, and help other 
nstitutions in Fiji by supplying periodicals direct from London. 


INDIAN COMMISSION LIBRARY 


[he next library of importance in Suva, the Indian Commission Library, 
is established by the Indian Commission in 1948. Most of the books deal 
with Indian life and thought; they are in English and in the various Indian 
inguages, especially Hindi. 

the Library has some 5,000 books, 250 documentary films and various 
sramophone recordings of Indian music. The Indian Commission has also 
started, on a small scale, a book-box scheme for sending out books in Hindi 
and in English; it plans also to operate a bookmobile. The large reading 
room containing Indian journals is well patronized. Films with English and 
Indian commentaries are occasionally shown and films and records are 
loaned. The books are classified and catalogued at New Delhi according to 
the Dewey system and the American Library Association code. The Library 
receives printed catalogue cards with the books, including subject entries. 
Books in the Indian Commission Library are loaned without deposit to 
1,000 registered borrowers. 


t.AMAKRISHNA LIBRARY 


Next in importance comes the Ramakrishna Library at Nandi, which was 
founded in 1927 by a private benefactor, functioned for a few years and 
then became inactive. ‘Thanks to the Ramakrishna Mission, which established 
i branch in Fiji in 1952, it was re-opened as a free public library in 1954. 
[he Library is housed in rented rooms, as are most of the Fiji libraries at 
the present time. 

Phe collection numbers approximately 8,000 volumes and some 400 period- 
als are regularly received. Most of the books are in English; the remainder 
in one or other of the Indian languages or in Chinese. Emphasis is given 
to serious rather than to recreational reading. The Library has a small 
collection of Braille literature, gramophone records, documentary films and 


folk pottery. As space is limited some of its stocks are housed at different 
places, but it is hoped that is will soon have its own building. ‘The Lautoka 
own Council (Lautoka is a larger town near Nandi) has in fact already 


offered land for a building site. 

\ qualified librarian was appointed in 1952 and the books have been 

assified according to the Ranganathan Colon Classification system. With 

the co-operation of the Library of Congress, its bound volume of the Fz 
elte from 1871-74, the only one existing, has been microfilmed. As _ this 

journal was published before the cession of Fiji to the British crown, the 
crofilm copy now in the Ramakrishna Library is of some historical interest. 

he Library is a United Nations volunteer education centre for Fiji.

THER LIBRARIES 


In addition to the libraries containing both technical and recreational lite- 
rature maintained by the large industrial concerns, the various departments 

ie Fiji Government have their own collections. The Legal Library in 
the Supreme Court, established in 1275, has some 5,000 books but is open 
only to members of the legal profession. The Central Medical Research 
Library, under the control of the South Pacific Health Service and located 

the Central Medical College, has 3,000 books classified according to the 
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Dewey system and is one of the best medical libraries in this region. A 
member of its staff has received a library fellowship and is at present training 
in Australia, 

Ihe Nasinu Training College for ‘Teachers has a library of 3,000 books 
classified according to a modified form of the Dewey system. The students 
themselves manage the library. Other government schools, both secondary 
and primary, and the numerous private and missionary schools maintain 
libraries, but the quality of the books and the standards of maintenance are 
far from satisfactory. ‘The Fiji Government grants a small amount of money 
for the maintenance of libraries in Government educational institutions. 

The Department of Mines, Geological Survey, and the Department of 
Agriculture have their own libraries, the latter containing about 3,000 books, 
This Library acquires a large number of publications each year in exchange 
for the Journal of the Department of Agriculture which it publishes. Since 
Fiji is an agricultural country, the Library is well stocked with books on 
veterinary science, botany, entomology, etc., including publications in foreign 
languages. It has also a small collection of films. 

Ihe Fiji Government has recently created a Division of Archives, with 
an Australian expert in charge. None of these departmental libraries however 
are open to the public and their standards need further improvement. 


FUTURE PLANS 


Early in 1944, the Government of Fiji invited Mr. C. R. H. ‘Taylor, Librarian 
of the Alexander ‘Turnbull Library, Wellington, New Zealand, to survey 
conditions in Fiji and submit a programme for a suitable library service for 
the colony. His proposed plan has not been adopted however, and there 
is as yet no co-ordinated public library service nor any system of grant-in-aid 
for libraries. 

Because of the persistent demand of the public, the Government of Fiji 
appointed a committee at the end of 1957 to inquire into existing library 
facilities in the colony and to suggest steps for their improvement. ‘lhe 
committee’s report will be released shortly and it is hoped that the Govern- 
ment will then formulate a policy of active library development in view of 
the vast expansion of education and the great need for this kind of service.

OF PUBLIC LIBRARIES 


A nation-wide survey of working methods 


and the distribution and organization of 


work in public libraries is at present being 
carried out in Sweden. The survey has 
been undertaken as a result of the dissatis- 
facuon of Swedish librarians with their 
salaries, which are low as compared with 
those of other professional groups having 
comparable university qualifications. Lib- 
rarians’ salaries are fixed each year for 
the whole country by agreement be- 
tween the Swedish Librarians’ Union and 
the Confederation of Swedish Cities. 
Negotiations on this question took place 
in 1957, but it was decided to postpone 
further deliberations until an objective 
and unbiased survey of public library 
management could be carried out.

Department of the Federation of Cities. 

The project began in February 1958 
with a study of the conditions obtaining 
in certain selected libraries of varying size 
and resources. The time spent on various 
tasks and the distribution of work amongst 
clerical and non-clerical personnel were 
carefully studied by means of staff reports 
and work sampling. ‘Time-consuming 
routines were analysed; special reports 
on library statistics were drawn up and 
the results of the survey were compared 
with those of surveys in foreign countries. 

The second phase of the project will 
consist in an analysis of working methods 
with a view to the simplification, mecha- 
nization and centralization of public 
library work. Separate studies will be 
made of the different localities and their 
equipment, and recommendations as to 
work distribution will be forwarded to 
the cities and libraries concerned. ‘This 
second part of the survey was begun in 
January 1959 and will be completed by 
the end of the year when the results will 
be published by the committee in the 
form of a final report.
